The motorist’s list of taxes is al- 
ready formidable, says this writer. 


First there is a 5 per cent federal 
excise tax, both on cars and on 
accessories.

‘hire, there is a tax of $10 called 
occupational tax if the vehicle car- 
ries seven passengers, or less, an’ 
$20 if it carries over seven. In Cali- 
fornia there is the $3 registration 
fee on all cars, yhile comerciat 
cars pay as high as $50 additional. 
There is also teh 2cent gasoline tax, 
and in adition a personal propertp 
tax collected bp cities and counties. 

In only one state, Massachrusetts, 
has the gasoline tax come before the 
people for a.bote, and there it was 
oberyhelmingly defeated. The ccm-
